first grade. 
It was the highest attendance! 
at Frantz since the third day ot 
integration on Nov. 16, when 19 
white children attended, ft was 
nearly double last F rid ay '1! a t­ 
tendance of IO whites, and the 
hecklers apparently 
lost 
heart. 
Only about two dozen women took 
up their pasts at the school lo 
heckle today, and m ade no effort 
to cover every entrance.

Survey Shows 
Problem Too 
Big Locally

More and bigger public water and sewer­ 
age system s are needed at once to meet em er­ 
gency conditions in Bucks County, 
and 
es­ 
pecially in Lower Bucks. 
Once the urgent immediate needs are met 
—and it will take some five years to m eet them 
—the development of the facilities must con­ 
tinue, to keep pace with the continuing growth 
of the county. 
The problem is too big to continue to attack 
on the local borough and township level. For 
econom y, for efficiency, and if the job is to he 
accom plished at all, it must lie done on a re­ 
gional countrywide basis. 
Local projects now iii Hic planning and de­ 
velopment stages should he re\ ised if the coun­ 
ty is to he adequately and efficiently served. 


These are some of the main conclusions of an 
18-month survey of the county’s water and sew­ 
er facilities and present and future needs by Al­ 
bright and Friel, Inc., Philadelphia consulting en­ 
gineers. 
The consultants were hired by the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Board of Commissioners for $60,000, with the 
state paying half. They created a master plan for 
water supply and sewerage facilities. It provides 
a pattern for serving not just the immediate wa­ 
ter and sewer needs of the county but also the ex­ 
pected development through 1965, 1980, 2010 and 
later years.

For Planning Commission 
The plan was prepared for the Bucks County 
Planning Commission in collaboration with the 
county health department. 
It has been no secret, especially to those who 
live here, that many Bucks County communities 
are plagued by leaky cesspools and septic tanks 
and by wells subject to drought and pollution. 
Even communities with public water systems find 
water is short supply during the summer months. 
As Albright and Friel express it: “The plan­ 
ning and construction of water supply and sewage 
facilities in Bucks County has lagged far behind 
the rapid rates of residential, industrial, commer­ 
cial and school construction.
